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A glorious hurst of midday sunshine 
yesterday falsified the unpro- 
pitious augury of the morning 
and shed a joyous summer radiance 
over gay Victoria as the approaching 
hour hernldcd to the expectant crowds 
of loyal citizens, the coming of the 
King's representative — His Excellency 
'Albert; Henry George, Earl Grey, G. C: 
M. G., Governor General of Canada. 

tSoon nfler three in the afternoon 
gaily attired crowds began to throng 
the streets of the dag decked city and 
gradually to wend their way in the di- 
rection of the wharf and the parliament 
buildings. The capital was en fete from 
end to end; the magnificent triumphal 
arches, the Hag dressed buildings along 
the route, all were completed and in 
readiness, awaiting the welcome coming 
of the guest in whose honor every citi- 
zen had vied with the other in loyalty 
to do his utmost. At James Bay and 
along the inner harbor the vessels and 
wharves were gay with bunting. Th 
C. P. R. wharf bright with bunting, wa 
roijn the centre of attraction and long 
before the C. G. S. S. "Quadra," car- 
rying the vice regal party was signalled, 
a" dense crowd had assembled and all 
the. roadway approaches were thronged 
with an animated expectant throng. 

Chief Laugley and a strong posse of 
police under the command of Inspector 
Stroud Redgrave, kept admirable order 
and quietly but effectively restrained the 
advances of the populace. 

The guard of honor was drawn across 
the head of the Belleville Street ap- 
proach facing the wharf ami was com- 
posed of 100 of the Fifth Canadian Ar- 
tillery under the command of Capt. 
Angus, 'Lieut. Duncan and Lieut. Booth, 
and accompanied by the band of the 
regiment. 

irty desire from headquarters at Ot- 
tawa, conveyed through Lieut. Elliston, 
R. C. A., the guard of honor was sup- 
plemented by a detachment 30 strong, 
under command of Capt. Wilkinson, 
drawn from the Collegiate School Cadet 
Corps formed a few years ago by Prin- 
cipal J. W. Laing. 

At 3:30 the carriage conveying His 
Honor the Lieut. Governor nnd party, 
made its appearance at the government 
buildings and a galaxy of white-robed 
ilower wreathed maidens carrying bou- 
quets began to assemble. These latter 
after passing under the inspection of 
Mrs. Herbert Kent in one of the com- 
mittee rooms, were sent to take up their 
positions along the driveway, under the 
guidance of Mrs. Kent and Dr. Carter. 

Hardly had these elaborate arrange- 
ments been satisfactorily completed 
when the announcement was made that 
the C. G. S. Quadra was coming in and 
one by one t ho well known figures of 
important personages who were to fake 
part in the reception, began to appeal- 
on the scene. 

First came the Lieut. Governor, th" 
Hon. James Dunsmuir and Mrs. Duns- 
mulr attended by Major Audain. military 
secretary nnd Mr. Musket t and Mr. 
Bromley, private secretaries, followed 
by the Hon. R. G. Tatlow, minister of 
finance and the Hon. Frederick J. Ful- 
ton, provincial secretary. Archbishop 
Ortb, the Hon. Justice Martin, the Lord 
Bishop of Columbia, Hon. Win. Temple- 
man, Senator Macdon^d. Capt. Hunt, 
R. X., H. M. S. Shearwater, Capt. Fleet, 
R, X.. Colonel Holmes, D. O. C. Lieut. 
Colonel Hall, commanding the Fifth 
Regiment, Col. Prior, Lieut. Elliston, R. 
C. A„ the Hon. R. F. Green, chief com- 
missioner of Lands and Works nnd the 
Rev. Canon BeadlandB. As the steamer 
drew alongside the wharf the party pro- 
ceeded down the gangway to meet tli" 
vice regal party on landing. 

As His Excellency stepped ashore, 
the guard of honor presented arms, the 
band played the National Anthem and 
n salute was fired from th« Victoria 
yacht squadron in the Bay. Cheers 
greeted the noble visitor as he reached 
the head of the gangway in front of the 
C. P. R. offices when 1 after the pre- 
sentation of the officer iu command His 
Excellency proceeded to inspect the 
guards, paying special attention to the 
cadets whom he complimented on their 
appearance and soldiery hearing. While 
handling one of their rides he pro- 
nounced if "too heavy" thus unwitting- 
ly striking a note which has long been 
one of like contention on the part of 
those interested in the corps — belated 
promises of lighter arms remaining still 
unfulfilled. 

This ceremony completed, His Excel- 
lency mid party entered the beautifully 
appointed carriages in waiting and ac- 
companied by the Lieut. Governoi ami 
Mrs. Dunsmuir and suite proceeded in 
the direction of the parliament buildings 
amid renewed cheering. The personnel 
of the arriving party consisted of His 
Excellency, Earl Grey, Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada, the Countess (Irey, Lord 
Howick, son of His Excellency and 
Lady Howick, Lady Evelyn and Lady 
Sihyl (irey. daughters of the Earl and 
Countess. Capt. Trotter, D. S. O.. A. 1). 
C., Mr. Leverson Gower, private secre- 
tary to His Excellency and Capt. Drake, 
A. D. C. to the Lieut. Governor. 

Leaving the wharf head and passing 
under the beautiful .1. B. A. A. nrch, 
the cortege proceeded up the driveway 
between rows of flower-crowned maid- 
ens in white who followed in Ihe wake 
of the carriages led in the march by the 
Misses Gertrude .McLean, Florence Wil- 
kcyson, Lillian West and Florence Mar- 
got. 

On arrival at the government build- 



ings the whole parly alighted antj, 
mounting the steps were met by His 
Worship, Mayor Morley, supported by 
Aldermen Yates, Fell, Douglas and ,W. 
J. Dowler, city clerk. 

After the ceremony of presentation 
had been completed His Worship rend 
the civic address. 

The noble Earl remained some min- 
utes in converse before descending to 
the carriages and opportunity wns given 
for a very pretty feature of the cere- 
mony, namely, the presentation of a 
lovely basket of flowers to the Countess 
by the small son of Alderman Douglas, 
grandson of Sir James Douglas, fust 
governor of the province, who performed 
his delicate office with infinite grace and 
looked every inch a courtier in embryo. 

Reentering the carriages the party 
drove toward the causeway and Gov- 
ernment street down the drive lined 
with a long array of Ilower girls, some 
two hundred in number who bombard 
eil the passing visitors with a storm of 
blossoms. 

The tirst carriage contained His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor General and His 
Honor, the Lieut. Governor, attended by 
Capt. Trotter. A. D. ('., and Major Au- 
dain, A. D. C. 

The second carriage was occupied by 
Lady (irey and Mrs. Dunsmuir attend-

The third carriage contained the 
ladies of the party and the fourth the 
cabinet ministers of the provincial gov- 
ernment.

Note of Welcome to Their 
Excellencies

May it please Your Excellency— It 
is with feelings of the greatest pleas- 
ure that the municipal council and citi- 
zens of Victoria join in extending to 
Your Excellency a hearty welcome to 
the capital city of the province : of 
British Columbia. 

From the day when Lord Durham 
was commissioned to examine into con- 
ditions and adjust affairs in the then in- 
fant colony of Canada, to the advent 
of Lord Dufferin, why was the first 
Governor General to visit British Co- 
lumbia, andvjjown to the present, the 
wisdom of tlrr home government in the 
selection, from time to time, from dis- 
tinguished men id' the nation, of the one 
who should represent the Sovereign in 
this country has never erred. While 
it is a remarkable tribute to the quali- 
ties of British statesmanship thai such 
a record can be written, there is af- 
forded to us no small gratification in the 
belief, which we may be permitted to 
express, that no more conspicuous exam- 
ple of that wisdom ciin be cited, than 
was shown in the appointment of Your 
Excellency as Uoveruor General of this 
Dominion.

The 
steam woislle of the soap factory was 
shrieking as the (.'. C. s. Quadra moor- 
ed to the flag-bedecked C. P. 11. dock, 
and the yachtsmen Dred a royal salute 
of 21 guns with a small starting gun in- 
the absence of u saluting battery; 
crowds were seen streaming across the 
Causeway and flags and bunting flap- 
ped from every vantage point, while 
smiling nature, made more gay with n 
rainbow at the psychological moment, 
children with white dresses and wreaths 
garlanding their hair lined the carriage- 
ways to the Parliament buildings, a 
guard of honor of the Fifth Regiment 
and Hoy's Brigade, attended by Ihe re- 
giment band wailed with arms present- 
ed at t'lie salute — all to murk EHe entry 
into Victoria of the Vice-regal party 
that came at -1 p. in., punctual to the 
minute. 

Victoria, ever beautiful, made a royal 
show in honor of the visitors. The sun- 
shine had dried away the mud of form- 
er days, and glad sunlight shone bril- 
liantly through cnmulous clouds set in 
the sen-like azure of Ihe smiling sky. A 
trifling breeze swayed the strings of 
vari-eolored flags and flapped the long 
streamers of bunting that draped the 
various buildings.

The arches erected ill honor of the 
representative of His Majesty by loyal 
citizens were picturesque indeed. At the 
entrances to the Parliament buildings 
were those of the I. it. A. A., pretty 
white and blue structures with lowers 
crenelated lops suggested the battle- 
ments of a castle. Evergreens decked 
the swathing of wdiite bunting and blue 
j hands bordered the arches prettily, 
j while Ihe ensignia of tho Athletic nsso- 
1 ciation made pretty decoration. Prom 
these arches, followed by the bombard- 
ment of flowers thrown by the children, 
the carriages hearing His Excellency 
Earl (Irey. His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, James Dunsmuir and oilier.-, 
Lady Grey, Mrs. Dunsmuir nnd many 
others, passed through lines of artillery- 
men drawn up on the Causeway, pasi 
where great Union .Tacks fluttered from 
the top of the derrick elevated far above 
the roof where slaters were covering 
the Empress hole] which had been hung 
with many flags by the workmen, on, 
past- the flag-hung pnsl olHce and pre- 
mises opposite, to ihe beautiful arch 
which was a mass of greenery and flow- 
ers, a structure typical of the richness 
of the agricultural resources adjacent 
to the city now being harvested, 1'nlms 
lopped the point of the arch ami pro- 
truded their outstretched branches from 
1 1l0 mass of greenery, the general effect 
of which was distinctly beautiful. 

Government street was dressed gaily. 
Long strings of bunting fluttered down 
from roofs and upper windows, flags 
floated from every flagpole and dangled 

from windows nnd cornices, vari-colored 
flags were strung, festoons of gay ma- 
terial were draped about brick and 
stone — the slreei was dressed iii its gay- 
est raiment. The banks were decorated 
profusely, as was the tVeilor building, 
('. I'. I!, ticket Office, Spencer's and 
other business premises, and crowds of 
cheering people lined the cement curbs 
anil protruded Into ihe roadway to 
watch the Viceregal party pass. 

As Yates Btreel was neared the car- 
riage of His Excellency balled under a 
great iiitIi, (stretched from side to sidel 

of tin' street, and reaching high, sur- 
mounted by a greal iirovvn with ihe 
Union .lack floated high and iwo rich 
silken Chinese dragon flags on either 
side— this was live Ghineso arch, where 
ihe local Chinese committee with flow- 
ing robes of richly-brocaded silk, bright 
and gay, presented a welcoming address 
while tho Chinese school children, the 
native-born Chinese, nil iu their nation- 




al garb waved yellow dragon flags loy- 
ally, nnd one of the Chinese children, 
the little daughter of Leo Moiig Kow 
went forward lo the carriage, which 
held Lady Grey and presented a mon- 
ster bouquet. 

Tin; arch was abundantly coaled with 
a riot of color, its display beibg gay in- 
deed. 1 1 was hung with panels repre- 
sentative of scenes like an embryonic 
Chinese stage, and covered with rich 
silks with many Chinese characters, 
among them the Good Luck and Happi- 
ness characters shown plain, while 
hunting was not spared. On Ihe face 
was the word "Welcome." The arch 
was typically Chinese, even to ihe 
curved finish at the top, nnd the dragon 
flags thai fluttered with their gay 
streamers of silk were the richest. China- 
town could produce. Bamboo-ribbed 
lanterns dangled from the arch, and 
nothing was spared to make a pleasing 
effect. 

The Japanese vied' nobly with (ho 
citizens who once were of Cathay. Tho 
Japanese community had a disfinctivo 
arch — it was the picturesque torii, that 
peculiar gateway witli its uprights and 
its iwo horizontal beams which in their 
homeland stands in front of every Shin- 
to temple. The legend is that the Torii 
was originally a perch for the sacred 
fowls. With uprights veneered with 
bamboo shoots, each with a base de- 
corated lo represent: a stone pedestal, 
and horizontals covered with heavy 
red cloth with ' prettily arranged black 
ends, nnd decorations galore — nil dis- 
tinctly typical of Nippon— the Japanese 
arch was indeed an artistic one. There 
were tablets, like the tablets that deck 
the Shinto torrl before Buddhist edifices, 
but on this nrch portraying home scenes 
With a large central tablet with tl\> 
three letters G (1 G done in (baiub'oo, 
and there were ornaments from Japan, 
and. not the least of the decorations, 
strings of crimelia and sprays of iris 
that were more than ever representa- 
tive of the homeland of the arch-build- 
ers whose loyalty to tho land of theii' 
adoption led them to udd such a pictur- 
esque arch la the decorations. 

Many of the principal buildings of th«* 
city were also profusely decorated, tho 
Colonist and Times otlices, the Driard 
hotel, Bank of Commerce, Uoya! Bank 
of Canada, the Bunk of Montreal, 
Bank of B. N'. A.. Imperial Bank, C. 
I'. It. ticket oflice, Dominion hotel, and 
many oilier places were all gaily chid I o 
make a loyal show in honor of tho

In 
turn the Cocopahs are being followed 
by Piute warriors, who say they will 
protect' Chief Snyder at the risk of 
their lives.

Cleveland; and the Newark nt the same 
port, and the Minneapolis at League Isl- 
and, are taking on stores with all 
speed under preparatory orders and 
will be ready to sail when the starting 
signal conies from Washington. Mean- 
while the murine corps is in perfect 
readiness, and expects to he able to 
place two thousand marines aboard ship 
at a few hours' notice, most of the men 
being now at League Island, New 
York and Norfolk. 

CUBAN MINISTER SEES DANGER

Havana, Sept. 14. — Rumors to the 
effect that President Palma purposes 
to resign continue to be circulated.

Almost all the ofllcers originally se- 
lected to act as Judges have refused to 
serve, preferring to retire from the 
service. The names of six ofllcers 
who have accepted are kept with the 
greatest secrecy, for fear of attempts 
on their lives. 



FORESTERS' ORDER UNDER FIRE. 

Dr. Oronhyatekha Gives Interesting 
Information on Its Operations. 

Toronto, Out., Sept. 14.— Insurance 
commission yesterday afternoon ex-, 
atnined otlicials of the Independent 
Order of Forest ers.* Dr. -Oronhya- 
tekha gave in detail the various -sources 
from which the Supreme court derived 
its funds. He stated that the revision of 
rates in 18118 which went into effect in 
1800 was made on a basis of expecta- 
tion of the life of members. The rev- 
enues were banked as soon as received. 
The general fund was composed of the 
extension of the order tax, charter fees, 
registration fees and profits from sale 
of supplies. The Supreme Court Chief 
said that owing to the rapid extension 
of the Order into other provinces and 
into the United Slates under its Ont- 
ario incorporation, they were advised to 
obtain 'Dominion incorporation. They 
had nothing to invest for which they 
could not find employment in securities 
authorized by the Ontario act, but Do- 
minion legislation is sought because of 
the prestige which it would give the 
Order. The proposition was opposed 
most fiercely by the old line insurance 
companies on the ground of the iuade- 
i|unc.v of the rates charged by the 
Order. 



INSURANCE UNDERWRITERS. 

Association of Straight Life Companies 
Formed in Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 14. — A surprise was 
sprung on the public todny by the an- 
nouncement of ilie organization of 11 life 
insurance underwriters association, 
which practically includes representa- 
tives of all straight life companies do- 
ing business in the West. Thirty-three 
companies were represented at the or- 
ganization meeting. The objects of the 
association are to promote mutual in- 
terests, even to the extent of watching 
legislation.

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Yesterday we dealt with some of the 
general phases of the question of Bet- 
ter Terms.

It was a bargain entered into 
by BrltlBh Columbia — though a very 
bad bargain — and must be lived up to, 
unless modified. It has cost this pro- 
vince at the lowest estimate $17,500,000. 
The Settlement Act of 1S84 cost the 
province, in all, a good deal more thnn 
that sum. To make this clear, it w ill 
be necessary to go back Into history a 
little. 

At the time of Confederation the 

principal condition upon which British 

Columbia entered the union was that 

there should be a railway built from 

the salt water of the Pucifie to con- 
nect it with the railway systems of 

Eastern Canada. It was stipulated 

that work should commence within two 

years, and be completed within ten. 

That was the letter of the contract. It 

was not anticipated on either side that 

it would be literally fulfilled. Mr., 

afterwards Sir, Joseph Trutch. one of 

the delegates sent to Ottawa' to arrange 

the terms, stated at a banquet at Ot- 
tawa given In their honor, that British 

Columbia did not expect a railway 

within the time stipulated. The people. 

of that province, he intimated, appre- 
ciated the nature of the task, and 
would be satisfied with its commence- 
ment and completion within a reason- 
able time. Of course, such an expres- 
sion of opinion did not In any way bind 
the province of British Columbia, nor 
did It affect the contract, but it was 
afterwards used by the Dominion gov- 
ernment as an excuse for delay. It 
has an Important bearing on t lie sub- 
ject, as will be seen later on. The 
Dominion government argued strongly 
that circumstances and conditions must 
be taken into consideration, and that for a railway 



temporarily successful in allaying pop- 
ular outcry, but still nothing happened, 
and again the volee of the people was 
heard In protest against Inaction and 
disregard of the terms of a solemn 
treaty by the government. There were, 
doubtless, great difficulties In the, way 
of building a transcontinental railway 
then, which were not duly appreciated 
by the people of British Columbia; 
and It Is equally true that the people of 
Eastern Canada did not " understand 
the requirements, the conditions or the 
temper of British Columbia. It was 
rather a critical period in the history 
of our country. 

After the accession of Sir John 
Macdonald to power in 1878, that 
statesman set himself earnestly to work 
to solve the problem for the creation 
of which he, more than tiny other per- 
son, was responsible. Lord Lome, who 
succeeded Lord Dufferin as Governor- 
General, came to this province in 1882, 
also on a diplomatic mission. He .re- 
mained for several months, took stock 
of the situation, and succeeded before 
his departure and after gre.1t difficulty 
In inducing the late Hon. Robt. Duns- 
mulr to agree to build the present 10. <fc 
X. railway. This was to be effected by 
a Joint arrangement, whereby the pro- 
vince was to give two million acres of 
land, wltli all Its caluents, and the 
Dominion government a cash bonus of 
$750,000. When the proposal came be- 
fore the latter it was discovered that 
there was too much opposition In Par- 
liament to a cash bonus to carry It 
through, and the proposal had to he 
materially modified. It was held thig 
Canada had already become liable for 
an immense sum of money in agreeing 
to build a line to sail water — more than 
it was considered British Columbia was 
worth to the Dominion — and there was 
a stern refusal to vote $7511.000 for a 
line on the Island. A compromise was 
made, and British Columbia agreed to 
give 3,500,000 acres of Peace River land 
In one rectangular block, to the Domin- 
ion, the same to lie selected at will by 
the latter, in order to secure the neces- 
sary bonus. The Settlement Act, con- 
taining this and other provisions, was 
passed and thus all old semes were 
wiped out. That Act Is, therefore, es- 
sentially a part of the Terms of Union, 
which were modified to meet tne ex- 
igencies of a subsequent period. The 
practical effect of the Act was that 
British Columbia gave 3,500,000 acres 
In the Peace River District and 2,000,- 
000 acres of land on the Island of 
Vancouver, with all its valuents, ex- 
cept the precious metals, to secure the 
construction of a railway which the 
Domtnlo; government, according to the 
provisions of the Carnarvon Terms, had 
pledged itself to build without one cent 
of cost to this province. Let it he 
clearly understood that the Act was 
passed to supplement the original 
Terms of Union, and as a compensation 
to the province for their violation by 
the Dominion, the people of which at 
that time considered they were dealing 
very generously with us, in view of the 
great sacrifice involved in building the 
Canadian Pacific railway for our ben- 
efit. 

Just what it cost British Columbia 
to get the E. & X. railway, which 
should have been built without cost to 
us, is a little difficult to determine. 
At current government prices, the land 
in Peace River, which is among the 
best hi the province, is worth $5.00 an 
acre, or $17,500,000. It could be sold on 
block today to a syndicate for that 
sum. The 2,000,000 acres of land on 
the Island— land, timber and coal— is 
worth or would be worth today at 
least $12,500,000. So thai in round 
ligures we gave up assets worth $30,- 
000,000 tor a railway which cost less 
that $3,000,000 to build, and which we 
were entitled to receive for nothing— 
hlcli cost the Dominion, 
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bargain was consummated in ignor- 
ance of the true facts of the case, and 
to the detriment of one of the contract- 
ing parties, as was done in Ottawa in 
regard to the British Columbia Terms 
of Union, and in 1884 in regard to the 
.Settlement Act, docs it follow, morally 
or ethically, that the terms of that 
bargain should remain, like the laws of 
the .Modes and Persians, Irrevocable, 
forever? The government in power at 
Ottawa. LS7.'l- 7S. believed that the bar- 
gain made by the government in 1871 
was a had, a disastrous bargain for 
Canada, and argued strongly that, for 
that reason, it should not be com]. .■lied 
to carry it out, and in effect did not 
carry it out. Subsequent events prove 
that all preconceptions regarding Brit- 
ish Columbia's place and usefulness in 
confederation were wholly wrong. Inn 
the bargain based on such preconcep- 
tions, which were misconceptions, still 
remains. Is it the duty of the Do- 
minion, In the circumstances, to do 
justice to British Columbia, or is it 
not? That, in substance, Is the ques- 
tion which it Is the duty of Hon. .Mr. 
McBrlde to submit to the conference 
of premiers at Ottawa, and to .Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. If the latter were to 
accept the precedent laid down by a 
former Liberal premier, of whose gov- 
ernment he was a member, his reply 
would of necessity be very much in the 
affirmative.

A despatch has been received from 
the north stating thai the anticipated 
settlement with the Bablne Indians 
has been unsuccessful. The Indians 
stand upon what they regard as their 
rights, established by Immemorial 
custom, to take salmon by any and all 
methods and decline to he governed 
by the fisheries regulations. The situ- 
atlon thus created is a most delicate 
one. There are tv o conditions, dia- 
metrically opposed, which face the 
authorities. One is the right de- 
manded by the natives to capture the 
salmon In the weirs In order that they . 
may be ensured a supply of food for j 
the winter, without which they say! 
they must starve. They are governed | 
by a law more imperative than statute : 
law— that of necessity. The other! 
condition is the fact that If the dsn 
are not permitted to reach the spawn- 
ing grounds the permanent supply will 
he depleted, both for the Indians and j 
the canning Industry, which is an Im- 
portant one. It Is ,„„,, loo. which af- I 
fords a great deal of employment dur- ! 
Ing the fishing season for the Indians i 
themselves. That, however, Is not a I 
phase of the unestinn which appeals i 
to the native, who gives but little I 
thought tb the morrow and who be- j 
lleves thoroughly in the maxim that ! 
sufficient unto the day is the evil \ 
thereof. 

This attitude of the Indians is one. 
therefore, which calls for the exercise 
of most delicate diplomacy in order to 
bring about an agreement without 
reference to harsh measures. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that in deal- 
ing with the matter the department of

In fact, tin- Dominion 
government af one time was practical- 
ly prepared to repudiate. 

And we know, owing to delay, dis- 
satisfaction in British Columbia grew 
very great, which was augmented by 
a declaration of policy in regard to the 
Canadian Pacific railway made at 
Sarnia, Out., by the late Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie shortly after assuming of- 
fice. As a result, Hon. <;. A. Walkom 
was sent to England, and, while there, 
negotiated what are known as the 
Carnarvon Terms. By agreement be- 
tween the two governments — British 
Columbia and Canada — the dispute was 
referred to Laird Carnarvon, Secretary 
of Stale for the Colonies, for his de- 
cision, each government binding Itself 
to accept his decision as final. It is 
not necessary to go Into the details of 
his findings for our present purposes. 
One of the provisions of the Carnarvon 
Terms was that the Dominion govern- 
ment should build a line of railway 
from Esquimau to N'anaimo on the 
island of Vancouver. Although the 
Senate refused to ratify the terms, the 
Dominion government and the people 
of Canada were morally bound to curry 
out the dicta of Lord Carnarvon to 
which they were pledged. 

Nothing more was done, and the 
further protests of the province against 
delay brought out Lord Dufferin as a 
peacemaker In 1H7R. Ills delicate di- 
plomacy and honeyed pliraseit were 



including what was paid in connec 
tion with the drydock, about $1,100, 
000. This bargain was forced upon u 
as a consequence of on, necessities a 
the time by a parliament ignorant o 
the situation in. and resources of. 
British Columbia, and naturally unable ' 
to foresee the developments of the! 
future. Ii was a bargain made In 
defiance of the Carnarvon Terms, which | 
bad been shamelessly violated. There ! 
is no doubt thai Canada repudiated a 
solemn agreement entered Into In 1874 I 
and afterwards made us pay ten times! 
over for a railway that under those] 
terms belonged to us as a righl with- 
out expense on our part. 

There was strong opposition in the 
Dominion parliament to the Settlement 
Act, as it was, and the 3,500,000 acres 
of land was declared to he worthless. 
Such were the misconceptions under 
which the province had to labor in 
dealing with the Dominion, misconcep- 
tions which account foi- the disadvan- 
tages in our relations with the Do- 
minion, some of which we now seek to 
have removed. Union with British 
Columbia In the first place was op- 
posed because It was contended that 
the cost would be so great as to bank- | 
rupt the Dominion In carrying out the 
terms. This province was regarded 
as a useless asset, which would lie a 
burden and Incubus upon the rest of 
the Dominion forever. Developments 
have shown that British Columbia has 
not only paid its own way and yielded 
a large surplus to th.. Dominion, but 
tin- building of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has been of incalculable bene- 
fit to Canada, its saving and Its mak- 
ing as a nation. The 3,600,000 acres 
of land hi tin- Peace River district, 
given in exchange for $750,000, instead 
of being worthless, have proved to be 
worth many millions. 

The question arises, should we con- 
tinue to suffer on account of the mis- 
takes and misconceptions which oc- 
curred In 1 S 7 1 , 1 S7-I and 1384? A bar- 
gain Is a bargain, It is true, but If a

Captain of the Miye Maru Tells of 
Landing at Rookery. 

Capt. Murao, master of the Japanese 
sealing schooner Mlve Maru. one of the 
two vessels engaged in the seal raid on lac 
I'rlbvloff Island rookeries, during which 
live Japanese were killed, was interviewed 
bv a correspondent at Vablez. He gave 
his story of the raid as follows: 

"We were from Yokohama. Japan, and 
wen- on a sealing cruise In Behrlng sea. 
bring careful at all times in keep to the 
high seas -that Is, three miles from any 
land. 

"Bv the beginning of July we had 
caught :!."> seals, which we considered a 
very small catch. Running short of water, 
we' sailed for SI. tieorge's Island to pro 
cure a fresh supply. There we lowered a 
boat and put one nilin ashore to look for 
suitable water, while t ho boat returned to 
the ship. 

"Our man had not gone far on his 
search for water before be encountered a 
nartv of men wdio evidently lived on the 
island. 

"These men signified to our man that 
thev wanted to talk to the captain of the 
schooner. Accordingly my man rowed nut 
tu the schooner anil delivered his message 
to me.

Natural sleep has been defined as 
mental rest produced by an appetite 
resulting from fatigue.

Inasmuch as It quite 
frequently happens that the solution of 
unsolved problems Is the first thing to 
appear In the consciousness of awak- 
ening, and thus the mind must have 
been operative while asleep. 

Dr. Macnish In bis work, "Philosophy 
of Sleep," slates that the noted French 
general, Pichegru, Informed Sir Gil- 
bert. Blane that (hiring a whole year's 
campaign be bad not had one hour's 
sleep in twenty-four. Numerous ob- 
servers have stated that ii Is no un- 
common thing for exhausted soldiers 
steadily to pursue their march while 
sound asleep. 

According to Macnish, a Dr. Moore 
slept twenty hours out of the twenty- 
four; and Quln. a noted actor, could 
slumber for twenty-four hours success- 
ively. A person by the name of Eliza- 
beth Orvln Is said to have slept three- 
fourths of her life, while another 
woman, named Elizabeth Perkins, slept 
from a week to two weeks at a time, 
and a Mary Lyall slept for six success- 
ive weeks by spells. Dr. B. F. Slaugh- 
ter had a young woman patient known 
as the "sleeping beauty." who had 
slept almost constantly from hot' eighth 
to her twenty-sixth year. 

Talking in sleep Is more common 
than Is generally supposed. Armstrong 
and Child found in 20ft students be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 20 years, that 
41 per cent, of the men and 1)7 per 
cunt, of the women talked in their sleep 
and most, of them could answer ques- 
tions. Dr. Cheney relates the amus- 
ing ease of a gentleman who was In 
the habit during his sleep of. taking 
snuff from a box which be kept under 
his pillow. If this box were removed, 
he sought for ll as usual, and, falling 
to find It, he betrayed dissatisfaction 
and Invariably awoke. 

FIRES WHICH NEVER GO OUT.

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MYSTERIOUS WILD MEN 

Believed to Be Indians Who HaveGono 
Mad and Turned Cannibals. 

Mr. E. Walter Maunder, the well- 
known astronomer, writes to the Daily 
Graphic as follows: 

1 was* much interested in reading Hie 
little paragraph under the heading, "A 
Yarn from the North," because it was 
clearly an echo of what lintl happened 
near lire Northwest River post of the 
Hudson Bay company only a very few 
days before we, with the Canadian 
government eclipse expedition, arrived 
there.

Capt. Founder tracked the myster- 
ious creatures to place that they had 
evidently made their lair, ami hid him- 
self in a tree close by for the whole id' a 
night. lie never succeeded in seeing 
them in the open, but he heard their 
gibbering, and also the noise they made 
when feeding on llie voles. Possibly 
they may have detected the presence 
of a hunter in the neighborhood, and 
therefore took lo flight. At least they 
disappeared, ami nothing further was 
seen of them up to the lime that we 
left Northwest river. 

There can, 1 think, he no reasonable 
douhl as lo the real nature of til 
mysterious beings. The wandering In- 
dians in the vast solitudes of Labra- 
dor and Northern Canada are peculiar- 
ly liable tr> attacks of madness, or, as 
they themselves put it, lo possession 
by an evil spirit. When so "possessed': 
they seem to have strong cannibalis- 
tic tendencies. In Nova Scotia las; 
year I visited Dr. Hind, the explorer of 
Assiniboin and of the Moisie r'crfr in 
Labrador, from whom I learn of i lie 
tales that the Indians tell of Ihese 
"Wendigoes." whom they describe as 
gigantic cannibals and vampires. On 
my journey home 1 met Bishop Holmes 
on SS. Tunisian, who gave me an ac- 
count of a case which he had himself 
witnessed of possession by just such a 
cannibalistic spirit of an Indian near 
the Red River, In this ease the other 
Indians, who were usually wholly 
averse to anything like violence or ,he

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• MY FRIEND JARDIN • 



The first day I entered the country 
Kchoolliouse when; the children of somt! 
fifteen fanners worn gathered together. 
1 met Jnrtlin, We were school children, 
together, and continued '.bo for several 
years, We boarded at fbe'sanie house 
for two years. We were as intimate 
as .brothers. In fuel, many people sup- 
posed we wofc brothers. I foughl his 
battles and he fought mlnei. Whatever 
one : had divided with the pther. Occa- 
sionally we had a boyish qutarrel, but it 
was soon made up and I'urtfo.tten. We 
wen! to college together aril shaved a 
common purse, and our trials and tri- 
umphs brought us still more closely to- 
gether. 

My friend .Tardin and 1 ] had -been' to-= 
getlier nine years when we separated— ' 
he to go Wesl \v'\i\i an Ulfelei, and 1 to 
enter a law office at homo. We wrote 
each other weekly for three years, and 
were as faithful as lovers.- lib to this 
time we had both been' poor, depending 
on ourselves more than on our fathers; 
but now a relative 'died and left me $40,- 

000 In cash. My first letter to Jardin 
after receiving the news was' to offel- 
him a present of $5)000. 

Il-Ie replied that he was doing well in 
the mining business, and did not need 
and would not accept v the money, but if 

1 wanted to double it in six mouths he 
would show me how and take a share 
of the profits. After some further cor- 
respondence 1 started for the West with 
my legacy in my pocket. . 

I found Jardin serving as assistant 
superintendent in a gold mine, and we 
greeted each other as two old friends 
should. He had prospected a bit and 
made a great find. The story he told 
me would have been taken for exagger- 
ation coming from any one else, but 
Jardin had never told me a lie in his 
life. 1 believed him as I believed my 
Bible. 

It was a week before we went off to 
the' mountains where his find was lo- 
cated, and Where my moaoy would be 
needed to make wagon roads, purchase 
machinery and bring in a stall of labor- 
ers.

He had almost 
bidden me away in the mining village, 
and he had insisted thtat 1 lake nnother 
name and conceal my home address.

Jar- 
din seemed to fall asleep almost a( once, 
bul I could not shut my eyes. I tried 
again and again to shake off the pre- 
sentiment of danger, but it would not 
down. 

* "I didn't sigh and kick about and Jar- 
din must have believed me to be sound 
asleep when he finally rose up with the 
utmost enre, looked at me for u moment, 
and then taking the crowbar from the 
pack walked toward the bowlders. What 
on earth he was going to do was beyond 
mo until I slyly followed him to see with 
my own eyes. I Pound him digging and 
prizing behind the biggest bowlder, and 
that bowlder. was right." in line with the 
tent nnd only fifty foot away. I thought 
nt first that he was looking-for gold — 
that he was developing some sort of a 
find to show me in the morning.

SAVORIES WHICH AID THE 
APPETITE. 

Little Savory Potato Cakes, — Twelve 
tablespoonfuls of floury potatoes, 8 
tnble'spoohfuls of white flour, two toble- 
apoonsfuls of grated cheese, one table- 
spoonful of cream, tho yolks of 
eggs, one teaspoonful of baking powder, 
salt nnd cayenne to taste. Boil the po- 
tatoes ami rub through a line sieve. Add 
the butter, flour, cheese, baking pow- 
der and seasoning and blend thorough 
ly. Mix into a light dough with the 
cream and the yolks of the eggs. Roll 
out tibout half an inch thick, cut into 
little rounds nnd brush over with the 
beaten egg. Hake in a rather quick oven 
until a nice brown. Split in two, butter 
nnd sprinkle with a very little finely 
chopped parsley. 

lEgg Savories. — Pass the yolks of 
three or four hard boiled eggs through ;i 
sieve and pound them with an ounce of 
butter and a tnblespoonful of grntcd 
cheese. Season with celery salt, pepper 
and a little cayenne. Add a teaspoonful 
of warm butler. When it is hot, spread 
it on sonic triangular-shaped pieces of 
toasted bread. Heat carefully in the 
ovetL, and setve' sprinkled with chopped 
pnrfcloy. fV 

-Indian Toast. — Take all the bones 
nnd the skin from the remains of some 
cooked, smoked haddock, Weigh four 
ounces (this is sufficient to cover sis 
pieces of toast) ami pound it in n bowl 
with a dessertspoonful of fresh butter. 
Then add n teaspoonful of curry powder 
ami a few drops of vinegar. I'uss the 
fish through a wire sieve nnd make it 
hot in a small saucepan containing 
about a teaspoonful of warm butler. 
Have ready some carefully toasted 
pieces of bread of medium size, minus 
tho crust. Place a little heap of the pre- 
pared lish on them. Then sprinkle over 
this some hard boiled white of egg 
which km; been pass:-:! through u sieve, 
and after placing in the oven for a min- 
ute, send lo the table topped by a stuff- 
ed olive. 

Tomato Bamikins.— Cut some ripe to- 
matoes of medium sizo in half. Remove 
tho seeds and the hard portion from the 
middle nnd place fruit on a sieve to 
drain for about half an hour. Put a 
tablespoonful of soft breadcrumbs into 
a small saucepan, pour in just enough 
milk to cover anil let it cook very gen- 
tly, stirring frequently until a stiff paste 
is formed. Then turn the paste into a 
basin add a tablespoonful of butter and 
the yolks of two eggs, beating one into 
the ingredients before adding the second 
When the eggs are mixed, stir in three 
tablespoonsfuls of grated cheese and 
season with celery salt, pepper and a 
little grated nutmeg. Add a pinch nf 
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salt lo the white of th 
them to a very slip, fi 
low pieces of tomato 
as possible with the 
'Place them at once o 
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Half the above 
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Curried Bean 
butter beans fo 
then boil them in salt 
they are tender. Aftc 
well, season with salt 
put them aside until tl 
Cut a large onion Into 
coarsely and put into a stewpan con- 
taining three tablespoonsfulls of butler. 
Add two tomatoes, sliced and cut into 
small pieces, ami as soon as the..onion 
begins to acquire a gobh-n color, sprin- 
kle In n tablespoonful of curry powder 
nnd let it cook very gently for ten min- 
utes. Pour in three cups of boiling wa- 
ter, nnd when the sauce has boiled draw 
the pan to the side of the stove and 
let it simmer gently for a quarter of an 
hour. Then add a tablespoonful of to- 
mato catsup, a teaspoonful of vinegar, 
two teaspoonfuls of lemon juice nnd the 
beans. Cover with buttered paper nnd 
place the stewpan in a moderately hot 
oven for an hour. The curry should be 
carefully stirred once of twice during 
the time and the lir a I should not be 
allowed lo increase, or the curry will 
be loo dry when done. 

Curried Rissoles.— Mince some cook- 
ed chicken (not too finely! and let it sim- 
mer very gently fur half all hour ill a 
rich thick curry sauce, which should 
be nearly absorbed at (he end of the 
time.

ARMED BLUEJACKETS LANDED. 

Havana, Sept. 13. — There are 120 
sailors from tlie United States cruiser 
Denver camped tonight in front of old 
Lnfuersn Castle, opposite the presiden- 



tial palace, which is the sent: of the 
Cuban government. The American ilng 
is planted inside of the stone qoplng 
separating the Castle grounds from 
O Rellly street, which thoroughfare 
passes between the camp and the Plaza 
De Armaz. The sailors are armed with 
rifles, with the exception of u few who 
carry revolvers. Two field howitzers 
and two rapid-lire guns were sent ashore 
with tlie sailors, and \tow point across 
the park it warning to any one approach- 
ing with hostile intent. 

The occasion of the sudden landing 
was n conference . between President 
n ""n. Charge D'Affalres Sleeper and 
Commander ('.dwell today on the occa- 
sion tlie hitter's formal call on Presi- 
dent I'alma. Mr. Sleeper asked tlio 
president whether lie considered the 
government was able to protect all 
American interests in Havana unaided. 
The president replied that he hoped the 
government would he able to do so, but 
himself suggested that it might be ad- 
visable, as u measure nf precaution in 
the Interests' of Americans, as well as 
I"!' the maintenance of order in gen- 
eral, In hind marines at some conven- 
ient point, suggesting the Plaza Lie 
Anna!; as the place. Mr. Sleeper and 
( ommnnder Colwell after n brief confer- 
ence decided that Ihe landing should ho 
made this evening and at 5:30 o'clock 
the detachment came ashore with arms, 
ummunitiqi! and camp paraphernalia and 
look up a position commanding (lie ap- 
proach to the palace. Two hours inter 
Ihe commissary outfit followed with 
supper for the officers and men. Ques- 
tioned whether their duties on shore 
would simply | )e n„, protection of 
American interests or the defence of the 
palace and President Piilina, tlie offi- 
cers of the detachment unanimously re- 
plied thnt if tlie town should be at- 
tacked, or if mi uprising occurred in the 
city, they undoubtedly would have 
something to do regardless of fine ques- 
tions as to who attacked.
